It is 2-10 am. The night is dark as two men are travelling 
by truck through lonely hush country near the small river town of 
Purnong Landing, on their way to the city with a load of produce. 

As the truck "breasts the hrow of a hill a remarkable sight meets 
their eyes: an object, illuminated by colored lights, is before 
them. The men halt the truck, leaving the engine running. 

As the watch the object the lights go through a regular pat¬ 
tern of color changes. These lights are in the shape of a dome; 
they are not glaring, but are quite bright, and are apparently 2ft. 
in diameter. First the light on top of the 'dome' comes on orange, 
deepening to red: then half the lights come on red and the others 
blue. Then the reds turn blue and the blues red: then they all go 
out, the 'dome* light last of all. The two men watch for several 
minutes, at a distance of about 400 yards, then, putting the truck 
in motion, they begin to approach the object. 

As they reach about half their former distance suddenly all 
the lights, except the ’dome' light, go out, and the object silent¬ 
ly takes off at an angle of about 45°» Proceeding on their way, 
the men watch the light disappearing into the distance for 20 mins. 

A FETv HOURS BEFORE this incident a young child is preparing 
for bed when he suddenly remarks to his parents,''Look at the man in 
red pants!” The parents look but do not see anything. They quest¬ 
ion the child who describes thd man as having been about the size 
of his father and wearing coveralls like his father's - "but red 1 '. 

The site of the humble home .is a mile or two across country 
from the spot where, a few hours later, the two men see the strange 
lights. ___

V/ith this in mind, let's turn to Flying Saucers. 

UFO’s have been .sighted for centuries all over the world; there 
is no national monopoly. However, up to 1947 these sightings were 
referred to as colored lights, astronomical•phenomena, mysterious 
•objects,, etc. But in that year Kenneth Arnold (his name makes his¬ 
tory) cracked the journalistic jackpot when he likened his sighting 
to a collection of gleaming saucers skimming the summits of Mount 
Rainier and Mount Adams, V/ashington, U.3.A. 

Here was a break editors were waiting for! Here was something

The world's presses churned out black headlines about them. 

The public, first amused by them, then naturally curious about them, 
ricked their necks day and night looking at the sky.

Astronomers were caught on the wrong foot. Governments denied 
all knowledge. The Services were puzzled. The Parson didn't know. 

In fact nobody knewi 

Flying Saucers d The quaint term still amused everybody. It 
sounded harmless. You could discuss or write Flying Saucers animated¬ 
ly without fear of being subversive. There was no risk of offend¬ 
ing the local preacher. Yes, Flying Saucers were something new - a

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spark of interact in an otherwise weary post-war world. And this 
is where science walked out and fiction stepped in'. 

Since the days when men discovered stars were not twinkling 
holes in the sky, people have teen wondering what the planets look¬ 
ed like.

From bygone days man’s mind has thought as follows - 'If it's 
above, it's good, intelligent.

So the minds of the public star gazers assumed that life (up 
there) was good, and, above all, peaceful. They awaited confirmat¬ 
ion of their assumptions. 

Yes, and there's where the rot started.'. Into the natural 
wonderment of mankind stepped the psychics, the mystics, the proph¬ 
ets, double talkers, those who have been there, seen them, conversed 
with them, the telepathists, the hypnotists, and, would you believe 
it, 95/o of these seers and soothsayers happen to be residents of the 
U.S.A. I wonder why? 

They poured a stream of ridiculous, inconsistent and illogical 
statements to eager newsmen. 

Not contented with this publicity, they published books and 
pamphlets describing, in remarkable double talk, Utopias that exist 
on planets wc know - even on planets we don't know! 

In the beginning the public gulped down this ranting torrent 
of half-truths and make belief until, finally sated, they demanded 
proof. Unfortunately for everybody concerned there was no mater¬ 
ial proof available,- just more double talk. The public felt swind¬ 
led, let down and disgusted with the whole business of Flying Saucers. 
Naturally the Press supported the new trend of public opinion. 

The position became intolerable for earnest UFO investigators, 
men and women with the self imposed task of tracking and investigat¬ 
ing sightings in the honest endeavour to unravel the greatest mys¬ 
tery the world has ever known. 

For instance - An object is seen flying over certain territory. 
The flight, witnessed by several astonished observers, is reported 
to the local press. The paper, anxious to give the episode the full¬ 
est cover, publishes versions of the individual reports. The views • 
of the nearest meteorological station and astronomers are sought. 

The different opinions of the met. personnel, astronomers, and act¬ 
ual observers make the public wonder. They are interested.

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The newspapers then interview the local branch of a Flying Saucer 
research group. The public, remembering the stories of little 
green men, smelly monsters, and long haired beauties, begin to 
snigger l The original sighting, and the scientific potential be¬ 
hind it, non dissolves in ribald laughter and silly jokes - thanks 
to the published inanities of gum chewing publicists. 

It's imperative that Flying Saucer researchers get to grips 
with this serious problem. 

So, let's take the fancy fiction out of science. Let us put 

our investigations ana opinions on a sound, sane authoritive basis, 
a basis that earns respect and acknowledgement that is enjoyed by 
scientists. Let us become strictly scientific. 

So, what do we do? F/.S researchers should thoroughly vet the 
literature contained in their libraries. 

All science-fiction matter, fanciful conjecture, purported 
psychic approaches to the saucers, unproven stories of contacts, 
contactees, and sheer flights of imagination, should be ruthlessly 
culled, rejected from the archives, and no further fiction litera¬ 
ture purchased. Similarly, all personal contacts with people asso¬ 
ciated with the fanciful realms of make believe, should cease and 
no finance should be available for conducted lecture tours. Funds 
thus accumulated should be allocated for standardised equipment, 
such as filing systems, telescopes, binoculars, microscopes, and oth¬ 
er apparatus necessary for coordination of administration and research. 

Each group of researchers should establish a regular trained 
night watch, similar to the recognised Moon-watch teams, and a log 
book kept of nightly observations. Here I suggest an affiliation 
with the local Moon-watch teams, A specially trained investigat¬ 
ion squad from each group should be ready for an instant check on 
reports of sightings, A standard comprehensive and confidential 
Questionaire should be drafted for use with the special investigat¬ 
ion squad. This questionnaire should be similar to that of the 
U,S, Air Force Technical Information Sheet (Form A) as printed in 
"Flying Saucers from Outer Space" by Donald E. Keyhoe, Appendix 111 
page 255 • 

All information gathered by groups should be referred to an 
appointed central body of experienced adjudicators of the Associa¬ 
tion, Eventually the Association should publicly proclaim the ser¬ 
ious and scientific aspect of their investigations into sightings, 
and stress that the sole purpose of the research is to keep the press 
and public informed of the movements and possible meaning of the UFO's 

If F/S associations could re-organize on a standard basis, as 
outline*!, above, the frivolity, mystery, and hedging that surrounds 
the UFO will be forever swept away.

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With so many 'authorities' contradicting one-another in the 
field of astronomy, whom is one to believe? One learned gentle¬ 
man expounds a theory, and soon it is accepted as fact: then some 
equally learned gentleman, using similar equipment for his observ¬ 
ations, comes forward with an opposing theory. 'Whom is one to be¬ 
lieve? 

For example, is the sun hotq or cold, or is it cold and sur¬ 
rounded by a belt of very intense electro-magnetism? Each theory 
is supported by very eminent astronomers. 

Each astronomer, if he were the only 'authority \ would be 
believed, but when men of similar qualifications cannot agree it 
shows that the evidence available is, to say the least, inconclus 
ive. 

Much of the evidence is electro-magnetic in nature - heat, 
and light in its various visible and invisible forms are electro¬ 
magnetic 'waves' of various frequencies which can be-affected by 
passing through or near fields of strong influence. 

All these waves reaching us from the sun, the planets and 
the stars must come through the radio-active layers surrounding 
the earth, and possibly through similar belts around the body be¬ 
ing studied: there could also be areas of magnetism of various 
strengths separating us from it.

Isn't it rather significant that astronomers cannot agree on 
the conditions on our moon, a. mere % million miles away? How, 
then, can they be so dogmatic, as they often are, about other bod¬ 
ies many,many times further distant? 

Is it not also significant that, despite astronomers' asser¬ 
tions that intelligent life could not have evolved on Venus, sev¬ 
eral scientists of note have stated that they believe cosmic ship 
have visited us from that planet? It seems other scientists don' 
quite believe the astronomers.'

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S.A UFO. ROUNDUP 


During the weeks that have passed since the visit of George Ad- 
amski to 8. Aus. a great number of sightings have come in, which 
would give the impression that GA’s visit has touched off a sight¬ 
ing ’’craze”, were it not for the fact that the'sightings form a def¬ 
inite pattern. Y/hen plotted on a map the areas from which the re¬ 
ports come form a rather narrow strip running roughly SE to NW across 
the state, though, as could he expected, most of the sightings have 
"been in the metropolitan area. 

9th, Mar. After the lecture hy GA, at about 10-40pm., several peo¬ 
ple reported seeing a formation of four bright lights passing over 
Adelaide. The lights seemed to have tails. 

13th. Mar. Two men saw a brightly lit object on or near the ground 
near Purnong Landing, (see detailed report) 

3 1st 4 Mar. An 18 year old cinema projectionist returning to Goolwa 
saw a reddish-orange object about 250 yards off the road. It had 
little lights all round it and appeared to be grounded. As the 
young man appi’oached the object it rose slowly then sped off. 

ON TIIE SAME NIGHT two 13 years old children at Woodville Gardens 
saw a circular craft with lights around its circumference travel¬ 
ling from E to \7 and back again in the southern sky at about 10-8 
pm. Note: Goolwa is SOUTH of this suburb. 

^ This is the kind of object they 
^ sketched for the newspaper. 

ALSO a 14 year old boy, his mother, and several other people saw a 
similar object from Brighton about two hours earlier. Brighton is 
a south-western suburb. 

8t h. Apr. A circular object with red, green and blue lights was 
reported from a north-western suburb. 

9th. Ap r. A strange golden sky object was seen settling on a hill 
near Snowtown (90 miles N of Adelaide) by two women. As it set¬ 
tled its color changed to bright red with a green halo. 

13th. Apr. An employee of a city broadcasting station, whilst a- 
waiting transport to work, saw a circular craft with flashing 
light,-! travelling towards the city from the NE. At first he thought 
it was a plane, but it appeared to be only half a mile away and 
very low; yet he could hear no sound. The craft made several sharp 
turns, and immediately prior to each turn the object appeared to 
halt. A check with the airport revealed that two aircraft were in 
the area at the time, but, the authorities said, they would not 
have been approaching the city from that direction.

Some 
days later Adamski took the plane hack to Kansas City where he was 
met by his secretary and local Saucercrs, He produced his unused 
train .tickets, which his secretary had purchased before witnesses, 
and suggested a refund he claimed. When asked why his tickets had 
not been used he told them he had been taken to Davenport by F/S.

AT MIDDAY THE SAME DAY, 50 miles north of Hawker, at Parachil- 
na, according to a stockman's report, a strange circular craft, 100 
feet in diameter and 30 feet high,with rectangular portholes and a 
dome-shaped superstructure, flew down low over the mob he was drov¬ 
ing, circled the cattle several times, then flew away.
